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SMOKER FOR CHRIST CHURCH CHOIR 


James C. Ramsay Speaks on Crime and Its Prevention — 
Recommends Religious Training as a Safeguard— 
Musical Program 


‘The laxity of the enforcement of pro- | 
hibition has much to do with crime today,” 
said James C. Ramsay, chief probation 
officer for Middlesex county, speaking at 
the Christ church choir smoker held in the 
parish house on Wednesday evening. Mr. 
Ramsay is in'sympathy with the Volstead act, 
but thinks it is a problem whether we are 
going to be able to effectively enforce it or 
make a nation of hooch drinkers. 

In Scotland previous to 1708, men brewed 
their own beer and ale and there was little | 
drunkenness. A prohibitive tax on malt 
turned the people to the illicit distillation of 
whiskey, with its attendant evils, and the 
same condition confronts this country today. 
In England with its regulation of the sale of 
alcoholic beverages, their use has actually 
decreased and Mr. Ramsay is of the opinion 
that England will be absolutely temperate 
within the next thirty years — in fact, long 
before the United States. 

Punishments such as fines, confiscation of 
property, imprisonment, and even death have 
proved not to be deterrents to crime. Gov- 
ernments through their courts have com- 
mitted more crimes than they have prevented 
In England in the eighteenth century, such 
petty offences as sleeping in the meeting 
house and petty larceny were punished with 
severe penalties, while there were numerous 
offences punishable by death, yet crime in- 
creased and jails were full. Those who 
cry for severer penalties with which to en- 
force the observance of law and order little 
realize that severer penalties can ee 
devised than those which have alread n 
tried. According to Mr. Ramsay, t ere is 
no reforming power in the fear of punish- 
ment, 

Statistics showed that at the time when 
public hangings were the:custom in England, 
out of 168 condemned. men, 167 admitted 
that they had themselves, at some time, 
witnessed at least one hanging. 

However, actual physical pain has been 
found to be a deterrent to crime. Mr. 
Ramsay cited an instance, which came to 
his notice, of a man who when sentenced to 
seven years imprisonment, merely shrugged 
his shoulders, but when the judge added to 
that thirty stripes, broke down completely. 
Sentences of flogging have actually put a 
stop to highway robbery in England. 

The old methods of punishment were 
according to the old Mosaic law, but students 
of the New Testament have seen a new light 
and believe there is reforming power in the 
admonition to “Go and sin no more.” |

Alfred Noyes Gives Readings at Phillips 
Academy 

The universe is a great harmony and poetry 
is made by telling of a particular moment and 
a particular place which fits with that 
harmony, according Alfred Noyes who spoke 
in the chapel of Phillips academy last Mon- 
day evening. Poets for the last two thousand 
years have referred to their compositions as 
songs and their writings have been dif- 
ferentiated from prose by their rhythm and 
measure. 

Mr. Noyes scorns free verse and feels that 
a great part of the joy of writing is in over- 
coming the difficulties set by rhyme and 
rhythm and metre. He believes that poets 
will find new forms of expression without 
resorting to free verse. In the physical 
world as illustrated by the human heartbeat 
or a well-trained rowing crew, rhythm is a 
means of delivering strength e ectively so 
poetry with its rhythm and measure is an 
especially effective medium of expression. 

Mr. Noyes read a number of his own 
poems showing great variety in form, subject, 
and treatment.

Squirrel,” ““The Devonshire Ghost,” “The 
Barrel Organ,” “ Mountain Laurel,” “The 
Wagon,” “The New Duckling,” “The Man

Not only was it very conclusively shown that 
there was not any Andover Gas Light com- 
pany — and never had been except on paper 
— but also that the men promoting the so- 
called company were mistaken when they 
claimed that they could put in a plant and 
furnish the town of Andover with gas at 
$1 per 1000 feet. The Town hall was well 
filled by about 300 interested citizens when 
Selectman Goldsmith opened the hearing at 
seven o'clock. After a long discussion a 
rising vote was called for. The Lawrence 
Gas company was favored by 256 citizens 
and out of two hundred signers of the An- 
dover Gas Light company’s petition, in- 
cluding promoters and directors, only J. W. 
Barnard and Walter H. Coleman, with the 
courage to support their convictions, had 
sand enough to stand up as champions of a 
folorn hope. Selectman Goldsmith an- 
nounced the result of the vote and ad- 
journed the most delectable hearing in the 
history of the town. 


The War Against Tuberculosis 

Eighty-five per cent of the Christmas Seal 
funds raised in the various localities through- 
out Massachusetts remains in those locali- 
ties for tuberculosis work,”’ said Frank Kier- 
nan, Executive Secretary of the Massa- 
chusetts Tuberculosis Peni recently. 
“Tt seems timely,”’ continued Mr. Kiernan, 
“to inform the public as to the distribution of 
the funds raised through the sale of Christ- 
mas Seals. Five percent of the money is 
used in the campaign of the National Tuber- 
culosis Association. This Association organ- 
izes the entire campaign against tuberculosis 
throughout the United States and it carries 
on continually a campaign in the National 
legislative halls for increasing federal action 
toward the extermination of tuberculosis. 
It also is carrying on constantly through its 
scientific committee an endeavor to secure a 
specific cure for tuberculosis. The National 
Association also supplies the materials for 
the Christmas Seal Sale and health literature 
for those afflicted with tuberculosis, those 
who desire to know about tuberculosis and the 
general public which is warned through a 
multiplicity of pamphlets as to the methods 
of preventing the disease.” 

“Ten percent of the funds raised go to the 
Massachusetts Tuberculosis League which is 
the parent organization of the twenty-seven 
affi'iated local tuberculosis associations in 
the Commonwealth. The State League, 
through its Executive Committee and sta , 
advises with local associations on their 
problems, assists them in securing nurses and 
other workers, supplies them with the 
Christmas Seal material and other health 
publications, represents the volunteer 
workers of the state before the Legislature, 
organizes the» Modern Health Crusade 
among the public and parochial school 
children of the state, and carries on-a cam- 
paign of publicity throughout the year. 

_ “The twenty-seven affiliated ‘organiza 
tions in their own territories carry on varied 
programs of anti-tuberculosis work, the 
common features of which are the employ- 
ment of visiting nurses, the maintenance of 
summer camps for under-nourished children, 
and the organization of health education 
among the children of public and parochial 
schools. Certain of the organizations have 
special features such as nutrition classes, 
lunches for school children, dental clinics, 
health work among people in industry, and 
follow-up of sanatorium cases.” 

“Tn the Seal Sale of 1924, $207,000 was 
raised in Massachusetts for anti-tuberculosis 
work. With a marked increase in the de- 
mand for Christmas Seals this year and the 
general prosperity of the Commonwealth, an 
enlarged sale is anticipated,”

Celebrates 80th Birthday 


Edward H. Morrill, who celebrated his 
80th birthday at his home, 5 Cambridge Ter- 
race, Allston, on Saturday ,will be remem- 
bered by older residents of Andever as being 
associated at one time with the late William 
C. Donald in the printing ink business. 

Mr. Morrill was born on Salem street, 
Andover, December 6, 1845, the son of 
Hannah Abbott and Samuel Morrill, pub- 
lisher of Andover, and later the founder of 
the George H. Morrill Company, printing ink 
manufacturers. When Mr. Morrill was nine 
years old, the family moved to Norwood. 
He attended the Norwood Grammar school 
until 1864 when he entered French’s Business 
College in Boston. He became associated 
with his father’s business as a clerk and as 
private secretary, later became manufactur- 
ing superintendent and handling the financial 
afiairs of the company. He was associated 
with the business for forty-two years, retiring 
January 1, 1910, 

Mr. Morrill succeeded his father as deacon 

of the First Congregational Church of Nor- 

wood, and held that office for twenty-one 

years. He resigned from that position when 

he moved to Allston where he served in the 

same capacity for the Quint Avenue Congre- 
gational church from 1902 to 1908, when he 
moved to Winter Hill, Somerville. 

Mr. Morrill married at Dover, N. H., 
October 31, 1867, Miss Jane E. Moores of 
Manayunk, Pa., who died April 27, 1913. 

| ‘There were six sons and three daughters, 
some of whom are in their early years. The 
eldest daughter, Charlotte Jane, married 
Professor Palmer of Brown University in 
1901. Emma Abbott married Dr. William 
N. Snyder, for fourteen years principal of the 
science department of Worcester Academy, 
later called to a school in California, the 
Hollywood High school, which has 2600 
pupils and 130 teachers. A son, Herbert 
Morrill, married Miss Louise Grossenheider 
of Chicago. Since Mrs. Morrill’s death, her 
lace in the home has been taken by Miss 
Villa May Morrill.

Memorial Hall 


In the opinion of the Townsman, the 
plans proposed by the Trustees of the 
Memorial Hall for the alteration and 
enlargement of the building deserve the 
serious attention of the voters of An- 
dover. They are not the outcome of a 
few hasty committee meetings but rep- 
resent months of consideration of a 
many-sided problem. 

More than one town has erected a 
public library, picturesque without, and 
of inviting interior, only to find, under 
the test of actual use, that it was badly 
planned, either for economical adminis- 
tration or for future growth. To avoid 
these pitfalls, the ‘Trustees availed 
themselves of expert advice, and the 
plans as they now stand, have been 
submitted to the criticism of several 
experienced librarians and to two 
members of the Massachusetts Library 
Commission. Unanimous opinion pro- 
nounces them remarkably well thought 
out, finely arranged, with complete 
utilization of the present building, and 
adapted to give efficient public service 
at the minimum administrative cost. 

Examination of the yearly reports 
made to the town by the library since 
its reorganization in 1906 shows in- 
creasing stress laid upon two points, 
lack of room for books and the needs of 
the children. Our library has done and 


is doing, remarkable work with the 
public schools, but this work is ac- 
complished under crowded and_ in- 


adequate conditions such as would be 
tolerated in no modern school building. 
The proposed addition provides in its 
basement a children’s room reached by 
a separate entrance, a room which will 
be the absolute property of the children 
of Andover, and which is intended to 
cover the needs of the young people 
through the grammar grades. The 
high school pupils will be taken care of 
in the adult library. 

The new stack for books will, at one 
stroke, double the capacity of the 
shelving, and the entire ground floor of 
the old building will become an open- 
shelf reading-room, with special ac- 
commodations for teachers and for the 
older school children. Further ex- 
amination of the plans shows the care 
taken to preserve the pleasant features 
of the room, the railed balcony over 
three large alcoves, and the sunny 
south and west windows. ‘This will be 
no formal interior, but inviting and 
homelike, with books easily accessible. 

As stated in a news story in our last 
week’s issue the library, in addition to 
its work with the schools and in supple- 
menting adult education, is issuing 
weekly over a thousand volumes for 
home use. These figures speak for 
themselves. No one who frequents the 
place at rush hours questions for an 
instant its pressing need of enlarged 
quarters. By its very efficiency under 
crowded and adverse conditions, the 
library has created demands which it 
cannot continue to meet unless given 
relief, and that, quickly. oom for the 
children, space for books and for 
readers, adequate working quarters for 
the staff—all are provided in these 
plans. HKequirements of state law con- 
cerning public buildings have been 
foreseen and cared for. It is hard to see 
how they could be bettered in any 
particular. 

Though the Memorial Hall be trans-

formed as suggested, into an audience 
room capable of seating two hundred 
people, such use will in no way detract 
from its original solemn purpose. We 
understand that the tablets to the 
Civil War veterans are to remain un- 
disturbed, and, in order to preserve the 
continuity of the place as a memorial, it 
is anticipated that the Trustees will 
erect another for the men who died in 
the Great War. Their names also 
belong on its walls. 

To every period its architecture. and 
happy the community that escaped the 
abominations of the mid-nineteenth 
century. Andover was not thus fortu- 
nate. It is an artist indeed who saw in 
the ugly exterior of our present Memo- 
rial Hall the imprisoned form of the 
dignified building suggested for the 
enlarged library. It is a return to the 
most beautiful type of New England 
architecture, a type characteristic of 
our town, and worthy of Andover’s 
colonial traditions. 

Against the cost of these proposed 
improvements must be balanced the 
gain to every individual citizen. No 
other public institution enters so in- 
timately into the homes and lives of the 
people as does the library. Its books 
and its services are free. [Enlarged 
quarters means increased service. Every 
voter in Andover should consider this 
and should come to the town meeting 
next March with the full understanding 
that every dollar voted by the town for 
the improvement of its public library 
will be justified to him and to his 
children. 


Editorial Cinders 


The question of the Haverhill street 
underpass near the Shawsheen railroad 
station has come up for discussion 
several times and it now seems as 
though we are to have some action in 
the matter. The local officials are to 
be commended for their initiative in 
dealing withthe Boston & Maine rail- 
road. It is sincerely hoped that in the 
near future the town, county, state and 
railroad will get together and. provide 
a satisfactory passageway under the 
railroad for one of our most important 
highways.

Although the subject of coasting may 
seem somewhat premature at present, 
the time for thought and action on this 
question is previous to the occurrence 
of an accident, rather than after. The 
first snowstorm often proves the most 
dangerous since the novelty tends to 
bring out the’children in large numbers. 
At the same time motorists may not 
realize the full danger of driving where 
children slide, and serious accidents 
may result. The intention is not to 
discourage coasting, which is a health- 
ful and bracing exercise, but to remind 
parents to keep their youngsters off the 
dangerous hills and to send them in the 
fields to slide. By so doing it is hoped 
that coasting accidents will be pre- 
vented in Andover.

While speaking of winter sports it is 
fitting to mention skating dangers. 
Early season skating proves fatal on 
too many occasions to take this matter 
|lightly. It seems too bad that some 
way has not been found to warn skaters 
to keep off ice when it is too thin for 
safety.

The recent passing of Ballard Holt on 
October 10th last, reminds the present 
Board of Trustees of the long and faithful 
service which Mr. Holt rendered to the 
library as its librarian. 

His prominent virtue was faithfulness. It 
was evidenced in his service to his country as 
a soldier in the Civil War; as a citizen in his 
ome town and in safeguarding the best 
interests of the library as its librarian,

upon their records this tribute of respect 
to his memory. 


Memorial to E. Kendall Jenkins: 
At the regular meeting of the Board of

Trustees of the Memorial Hall Library held | ox, 


February 10th last, a letter was presented 
from E. Kendall Jenkins declining to be 
considered as a candidate to succeed himself 
as a Trustee of the library owing to extreme 
age and weakness. The Trustees regret- 
fully respected his wishes and voted to pre- 
pare a minute touching upon his long term of 
service and present it to the town at the 
coming annual meeting. This minute was 
prepared by Mr. Hamblin and accepted by 
the town and placed upon its records and 
also upon the records of the Trustees. 

On the eighth day of October last Mr. 
Jenkins passed away at the age of ninety- 
four years lacking six days. 

Mr. Jenkins was a veteran of the Civil 
War. He served his country well and won 
distinction; he experienced the horrors of 
war and felt acutely the loss of his associates, 
his fellowtownsmen. 

When a conditional proposal came to the 
town in 1870 to erect a memorial in the form 
of a library to the soldiers who had died in 
theservice, Mr. Jenkins at once urged upon the 
town the acceptance of the plan and devoted 
his time and talents to helping fulfil the 
conditions imposed. His efforts were suc- 
cessful and won for him membership upon 
the first board of trustees. 

From that day practically to the day of 
his death he remained on the board and his 
interest in this memorial was unstinted. 

We wish to also record his continued 
loyalty to the town in which he was born 
and to the county of which he was for many 
years its respected treasurer. 

Although not a member of this board at 
the time of his death, the Trustees neverthe- 
less consider it a privilege to devote a page of 
their records to his memory in recalling his 
faithfulness to duty over an unusual period 
of service.

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house Library Trustees Adopt Resolutions “Alfred the Great’ to Play Organ 


Recital 

The name of Alfred, the beloved English 
King of ancient times, is surrounded with 
a legendary halo of greatness. History calls 
him “Alfred The Great.’ Such too is the 
appellation bestowed by one of England's 
greatest musicians, the late W. T. Best, upon 
Alfred Hollins, England’s noted pling or, 
ganist and composer, after one of Hollins’ 
remarkable recitals upon the famous organ 
in St. George’s Hall. Liverpool, Hollins is to 
appear in recital in this town on Saturday 
evening, December 12, at 8 o'clock in the 
chapel of Phillips Academy. This is Hollins’ 
third American tour and he is being brought 
here under the honorary auspices of the 
National Association of Organists, a signal 
honor which has never before been bestowed 
on a visiting organ virtuoso. 

America has listened with attention during 
the last few years to brilliant recitals by 
nents of the French, Italian and Belgian 
School, but it is some years since England has 
sent us one of her greatest keyboard-experts 
in the realm of the organ. Already known 
wherever the organ is played, by virtue of his 
charming fait hor outa ‘or the instrument, 
and preceded by enthusiastic reports of his 
crisp, sunny, clean-cut and rhythmic playing, 
his remarkable accuracy — his great gift of 
memory, and the infectious spirit and melodic 
grace of his improvisations, the coming of 
Hollins is arousing great interest among 
lovers of organ music. It is reported that his 
style of playing is destined to please not only 
the professional musician, the organist and 
the student, but that vast general public 
which responds to the spirit of music without 
the desire or the power to analyze or criticize. 
The Dublin Irish Times states that Hollins 
“electrified his audience.” In Cape Town 
“The audience sat spell-bound as it listened,” 
according to the Cape Times. Further, in 
Australia the Australian Star reported that 
“the did not ask for, nor did he receive, con- 
sideration on sentimental grounds.’’ There 
was no posing, no acting. His appeal to the 
public was a straightforward one as an 
artist. ‘With an audience of 4,000 sitting in 
judgment Hollins ‘made good’ all that was 
claimed for him as an interpreter and ex- 
ecutant.” 

The visit to this town of “Alfred the Great”’ 
will doubtless prove a repetition of the suc- 
cesses which have followed this unusual 
musical genius throughout his busy life.

Drunken drivers should get no consideration 
at the hands of the law. ‘Their crime is too 
obvious; their intention too apparent and 
their defiance of the rights of the community 
so gross and callous that a jail term is the 
only remedy and it should be applied to all 
alike, swift and impartial,—the only 
convincing argument they will be sure to 
understand, 

In a recent talk on Crime and Criminals, 
Dr. A. A. Roback of Harvard College said: 
“Severity in the punishment of crime and 
certainty of this punishment is the one 
method of combatting it. ‘The probation 
system,” he said “helps very few persons, 
but it does jeopardize the safety of innocent

court is the place to salvage humanity rather 
than to destroy it. 

Mr. Ramsay does not advocate the ex- 
tension of the school age. There are many 
cases of arrested development where boys 
and girls have not the capacity to profit by 
the prescribed school system, who would 
actually be better off at some productive 
labor at the lathe, the bench, and the loom, 
rather than idling away their time at school, 
where they are learning little but laziness 
and impertinence. 

The speaker suggested that a year of 
work at a business or trade after completing 
grammar school would often determine 
whether a boy or girl was better fitted to 
pursue studies at school or become a 
wage earner. 

A large proportion of the criminals of 
today are between the ages of seventeen and 
twenty-five. In many instances larceny and 
crime are prompted by a desire for ready 
money. if these young people had been 
busy in some gainful occupation that tempta- 
tion would have been removed. 

Mr. Ramsay, a man of fine physique, hale 
and hearty, though past middle life, said 
that he himself went to work in a coal mine 
at theage’of cight-and was doing auman’s 
work at sixteen. He does not recommend 
this program for everyone, but thinks there 
is a happy medium between that and the 
way youth is pampered today. 

Mr. Ramsay closed his talk with the story 
of a young man who, although he had a 
record of petty crimes, was pardoned one 
Christmas day and transported to Detroit, 
with the admonition to find work and to 
attend church regularly. He found smipioy: 
ment in the Ford factory and followed out 
the instructions as to attending church and 
associating with God-fearing men. The 
young man made good and today holds a 
responsible position, is married and owns 
his own home and his own car. The fact 
that the hero of the story strayed from the 
straight and narrow way Mr. Ramsay lays 
in large measure to the fact that the youth, 
although the child of respectable parents, 
entirely lacked religious training, with a 
consequent lack of stability in his character. 
He admonished those of his hearers who were 
parents not only to tell their children to go 
to Sunday school, but to see that they went 
and to themselves accompany them to 
church. ‘This course will prove a safeguard 
against events which may be the source of 
great sorrow. 

Mr. Ramsay was a pleasing speaker and 
during the social hour which followed, most 
of his audience took advantage of the oppor- 
tunity to converse with him personally 
About one hundred were present including a 
delegation from Clan MacPherson in Law- 
rence. 

During the evening smokes were distribut- 
ed and at the conclusion of the program 
refreshments of coffee, doughnuts and cheese 
were served by the women and girls of the 
choir including Mrs. David Munro, Mrs 
Mary. S. Watson, Mrs. Gordon S. Brown, 
Miss Ysabel Hill, Miss Frances Dalton, Miss 
Jean Edmands and Miss Maisie Walker 

A musicahprogram, arranged by Gordon 5S, 
Brown, part of which was given before Mr 
Ramsay's talk and part afterwards, included 
songs by Robert Deyermond, Alex Bertram, 
Robert Cargill, David Forbes and George 
Leacock, and the singing of the Soldiers’ 
Chorus by the men of the choir. Walter 
Scott of Lawrence also contributed several 
readings. 

The evening was an unqualified success, 
and it is planned to hold several similar 
events during the coming winter.

| Principal Stearns Attributes It to 


LAWLESS YOUTH 


Breaking up of Home Influence 

and Lack of Religious Training 

“The Relation of the General Lawlessness 
to the Boys and Girls of Today and Its 
Effect If Any” was the subject discussed by 
Alfred EK. Stearns, principal of Phillips 
academy, at the regular monthly meeting of 
the Shawsheen Parent-Teacher association 
held Wednesday evening in the Shawsheen 
school hall. 

Mr. Stearns said that the youth of today 
were upheld in one quarter and condemned 
in another. ‘There are the extreme optimists, 
as the college professor, who stated in a 
recent issue of the Atlantic monthly that 
the youth of today were on a par or even 
better than the youth of the past generation. 
There were also the extreme pessimists and 
he referred to Judge Ben Lindsay of the 
juvenile court in Colorado, who believes 
that the youth of America today is responsi- 
ble for a large portion of the crime. The 
speaker said that neither of these extremes 
was wholly right but said that we were 
living in a most lawless age and the most 
lawless country on the face of the globe. 
He quoted figures showing that Buffalo with 
one of the lowest crime ratios in the country, 
was twice as bad as Italy which has the 
highest ratio of any of the European coun- 
tries. 
The crime bill of the country as estimated 
for the last year totalled 10 billions of dollars 
as compared with 12 billions, the total cost 
of the war. From three to four billions is 
charged to dishonesty alone which amount 
would be sufficient to every government de- 
partment for a year. 

It was the firm belief of the speaker that 
the prevalence of lawlessness was due to a 
breaking away from former moral standards, 
a dodging of all that is irksome and a jeering 
and scoffing against standards which have 
been tried and tested. There is possibly an 
excuse for such a country as Russia, which 
is breaking away from czarism, but not for 
intellectual America. On all sides there is a 
constantly increasing clamor that the home is 
breaking down. In many homes the children 
are regularly ignored and separated parents 
are adding to the problem. The breakdown 
of the church and loss of religion is also hav- 
ing its effect. 

“The Literary Digest’? recently sent a 
series of questions to district attroneys all 
over the country pertaining to the prevalence 
of lawlessness. The answer to the first one 
as to whether the age of the criminal was 
falling was in the affirmative. The second, as 
to the cause, was most generally answered 
by the statement that it was due to the 
breaking down of the home. The last 
question was in regard to a remedy and 
almost without exception the replies came 
back for the restoration of religious training. 


Mr. Stearns said that he was not dis- 
couraged with the boys and girls of today 
and believed that they were never more 
ready than they are now to respond to the 
right ideals if properly placed before them. 
He said that it 1s in evidence just beneath the 
surface in lots of cases and that thoughtful 
boys and girls were beginning to see that the 
present standards are not for their benefit 
and do not make for good manhood and 
womanhood. 


In closing the speaker urged the older 
generation to keep their heads no matter 
what the spirit of the times might be; to 
overcome difficulties and not be continually 
serving selfish desires. 


A business meeting was held and it was 
voted to send ten dollars from the association 
to the Near East Relief Fund. They also 
went on record as being in favor of providing 
a Christmas tree each year for the children, 
and voted to furnish a couch and reclining 
chair for the teachers’ room. ‘These last 
two articles were deemed necessary as there 
is no place at present where children may be 
laced if taken sick. Grade two won the 
anner for attendance with fifteen parents 
present. 

At the close, refreshments were served by 
the hostess committee which comprised 
Mrs, Albert Fisher, Mrs. Daniel J. Mahoney, 
Mrs. Harold Cates, Mrs. E. B. Hill, Mrs.

Negotiations for Changes at Haverhill 
Street Underpass 


Plans and estimates for a new railway 
bridge over the underpass on Haverhill street 
have been prepared by the Boston & Maine 
Railroad at the instigation of the Andover 
Board of Selectmen and on Monday of 
this week Benjamin W. Guppy, an engineer 
representing the Boston & Maine, met in 
conference with Selectman Frank H. Hardy, 
Philip L. Hardy of the Board of Public 
Works, and Frank L. Cole, superintendent. 

In accordance with action taken by the 
voters at the annual town meeting in March, 
Frank H. Hardy presented the matter to 
President Hustis, who sent out his supervisor 
of bridges to look over the ground with 
Frank L. Cole and Charles Gilliard. Plans 
were drawn up setting forth the problem of 
the low bridge and narrow roadway which 
were then submitted to the Boston & Maine. 
Plans and estimates were then prepared by 
the engineer, Mr. Guppy, which have since 
been revised and perfected to the mutual 
satisfaction of both parties. 

The next step in unraveling the difficulty 
is the question of deciding upon how the 
undertaking is to be financed. Conferences 
have been held with Attorney Thornton 
Alexander representing the railroad, but no 
figures have n mentioned. It is expected 
that the Boston & Maine will bear a sub- 
stantial portion of the expense and the 
Board of Selectmen is at the present time 
awaiting a definite statement of the amount. 
Help from the State and County may also 
be looked for as was the case in that portion 
of Haverhill street recently rebuilt. 

In case the railroad makes no offer of 
assistance or in case the sum mentioned is 
in the opinion of the Board of Selectmen too 
small, it will be necessary to present a peti- 
tion to the County Commissioners. A com- 
mission would then be appointed by the 
Superior Court to investigate the situation, 
to see what improvements are necessary and 
apportion the expense. This procedure, if 
it became necessary, would cause an un- 
fortunate delay and the Board of Selectmen 
are working on the assumption that the 
parties interested will come to a fair and 
amicable agreement and that the town 
officials will have definite facts and figures 
to present to the voters at the annual town 
meeting in March.

Loses in Mud and Rain to Brooklyns on 
Balmoral Field.

Shawsheen showed the e ects of playing 
through mud and water Saturday, and as 4 
result went down to a 5-2 defeat before Fal!

Murdock played one of his 
best games, although the second goal scored 
by Fall River resulted from the goalie 
coming out too soon and colliding with 
Watkins. 

Shawsheen took the lead after 25 minutes 
of play when Carrie got away, picked up a 
fumble by Kerr and placed the ball in the 
net. Fall River equalized soon after when

Andover’s Tragedy; Who’s Responsible?

those dear to us. Few there are whose 
sympathy and righteous indignation «are 
aroused to a white heat by the knowledve of 


far removed from their immediate 
Graphic accounts of su h 
atrocious crimes are daily spread before us 
by the press only to be treated by us with an 
attitude of nonchalance. So great are the 
daily demands upon our limited nervous 
energy as to leave no reserve for either 
thought or sympathy for the sorrows and 
anxieties of the outside world. Not hardness 
of heart so much as a limited supply of 
nerve force makes nec ry our restricted 
sympathy. But this habitual economy of 
sympathy for the sufferings of the outside 
world tends, in time, to dull our sense of 
personal obligation and to give us a feeling 
of undue complacency and security. Es- 
yecially is this true when we are surrounded 
By peace and security in our immediate 
community. Such peace and security 
Andover has enjoyed for many years; no 
more peaceful or law-abiding community can 
be found in our Commonwealth. Such has 
been its history in the past and no internal 
circumstance indicated otherwise for the 
future. 

There seemed, therefore, no justification 
for a large body of police and police equip- 
ment so essential to less peaceful communities. 
To claim that our limited police force and 
unlighted thoroughfares invite to our com- 
munity thieves and bandits and that had 
Andover a larger squad of police or better 
lighted streets the tragedy of last week 
would not have occurred is a claim totally 
unjustifiable by demonstrated facts. Ando- 
ver was not thought of as an asylum by the 
bandit who shot down in cold blood our 
gallant policeman. He had _ no intention of 
hiding in our midst because of the darkness or 
few police. He stopped here because forced 
to stop. Had a dozen policemen been at the 
Square they would not have shot him till his 
deadly bullets found their way into the life 
currents of our young policeman. His 
escape m'ght have been prevented by the 
presence of more police and better lighted 
streets but these would not have retained the 
bullets in his revolver. 


The police of our cities are stationed within 
call but never, so far as I know, together on 
the same beat. Hence, for a brief time, the 
cue amd, the policeman are alone 
together. This 4s the critical moment; the 
moment relied upon by the bandit to get in 
his deadly work. Therefore to charge upon 
our selectmen or upon anybody else the 
responsibility for last week’s tragedy, to 
err the blame anywhere else than in the 

ellish heart of the bandit himself, shows a 
judgment swayed by excited feeling and 
utterly devoid of reason. It might have 
occurred in broad daylight with a hundred 
policemen stationed about the Square. Such 
occurrences under such favorable provisions 
are daily recorded. 

Excited passions are never a safe guide to 
legislative action. Under its impulsion laws 
are passed only to be repealed later when 
cool, deliberate judgment reasserts its sway. 
Hence this is an unfit time to rush remedies 
into our common town warrant lest we mis- 
take the symptom for the disease itself. It is 
a time rather for self-restraint, cool investi- 
gation and deliberate action. Let us beware 
lest the genuine sympathy now awakened in 
our community be made the leverage to

pry through our next town meeting come 
individual and selfish project hitherto held jn 
abeyance for want of just such an oppor- 
tunity as the present. 

If, after thorough investigation, it should 
be found that the number of our police force 
is inadequate, a sufficient number should be 
added to the force at once; or if it be abso. 
lutely proved that the quality of our present 
police force disqualifies them for the highest 
efficiency, no personal nor sentimental 
reasons should retain them on the force 
for the safety of the lives and the property of 
our citizens should take precedence over every 
other town concern. ‘The question of expense 
to maintain an adequate and efficient force 
of police is an absolutely negligible consider. 
ation. Once make clear to the voters of 
Andover that want of money and only such 
want robs the town of the protection jt 
needs and gladly will they tax themselves 
for any requisite amount. 

Criticism of our present police force js 
often heard and would be were they angelic 
agents from heaven itself; but personally, s 
far as I have been able to discover, actual 
proof of inefficiency has failed of conclusive 
evidence. Certainly in the greatest crisis 
that has occurred in Andover for the last 
fifty years the policeman on duty displayed 
a coolness and a courage and sacrifice un 
surpassed by any officer of the law in this 
State. That any other of our police force 
face to face with the same emergency would 
have shown less coolness, less courage, or less 
sacrifice is a pure assumption unsupported by 
proof. 

Because a policeman has been a long time 
in the service, so far from being a reason for 
his removal, should be an additional reason 
for his detention, so long as he possesses a 
robust body and a sound mind. This modern 
obsession that fifty years mark the age limit 
of one’s efficiency belongs with a host of 
other modern fads which, however popular 
for the present, are effeminal, for they cai 
within themselves the elements of their 
destruction. Waterlogged lumber we throw 
to the dump but seasoned lumber is always 
preferable to green. 


I know of no job less enticing than that 
of a night policeman. His loneliness, his 
exposure to all kinds of weather, his de- 
Rendencs upon self-sustained motives to hold 

im loyal to his trust, his readiness to face 
any sudden danger, to act quickly, intelli- 
gently, courageously, not counting the cost of 
limb or life, always on the “firing-line” — 
his job is far from enviable. Applicants forit 
are few even in a peaceful town like Andover, 
Such men we should hold in high esteem and 
not begrudge them worthy financial compen- 
sation. 

I am confident our present board of select- 
men can be deneaded upon to act wisely in 
safeguarding our lives and our property but 
unless they and our present police force are 
gifted with supernatural foresight and power 
they cannot guarantee immunity from such 
a foul and cold-blooded tradegy as shocked 
our community over a week ago
